REMARKS 

An Examiner's Interview Summary Record (PTO-413) was mailed on February 19, 2009. 
During the interview, the following was discussed: 

1 . Brief description of exhibits or demonstration: None 

2. Identification of claims discussed: 1 and 1 1 

3. Identification of art discussed: JP 4-116051 (hereinafter JP '051), U.S. Patent No. 
2,882,742 to Conant (hereinafter Conant), and U.S. Patent No. 5,373,755 to Rohlinger 
(hereinafter Rohlinger) 
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4. Identification of principal proposed amendments: Amending claims 1 and 1 1 to 
recite "wherein a portion of the tube guide occupies the space between the ball scooping portion 
and an inner surface of the tube guide insertion hole so that there is no open space 
therebetween". Amending claims 1 and 1 1 to recite "wherein the tube guide insertion hole is a 
through hole which penetrates the nut, and wherein an entire depth of the tube guide insertion 
hole has an equal cross-section". 

5 . Brief Identification of principal arguments : 

Applicant submitted that neither JP '05 1 , Conant, or Rohlinger discloses or suggests 
"wherein the tube guide is interposed between the ball scooping portion and the tube guide 
insertion hole without any clearance between the ball scooping portion and the tube guide 
insertion hole", as recited in claims 1 and 11. However, the Examiner maintained that this 
feature, as currently recited in the claims, is taught by Fig. 4 of Rohlinger. 

Additionally, Applicant proposed amending claims 1 and 1 1 to recite "wherein a portion 
of the tube guide occupies the space between the ball scooping portion and an inner surface of 
the tube guide insertion hole so that there is no open space therebetween". The Examiner 
expressed that this may overcome the current rejections. 

Further, Applicant proposed amending claims 1 and 1 1 to recite "wherein the tube guide 
insertion hole is a through hole which penetrates the nut, and wherein an entire depth of the tube 
guide insertion hole has an equal cross-section". The Examiner expressed that this may 
overcome the current rejections and suggested discussing the criticality of the feature. 

6. Indication of other pertinent matters discussed: None 
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7. Results of Interview: No agreement was reached.
